Property tax reform— Part III 
New proposals may discriminate against the young

The most lik ely beneficiaries 
of the u proar ov er the property 
tax are the poor and the elder­ 
ly . Bu t ev en these chang es are 
bring ing 
controv ersy 
and 
charg es that they are u nfair to 
the y ou ng . 
Sev eral states hav e adopted 
plans for easing the property 
tax bu rden of low-income elder­ 
ly homeowners, bu t some plans 
also ex tend to all low-income 
persons and to renters as well. 
On the national lev el, Presi­ 
dent Nix on and a nu mber of 
Democratic and Repu blican 
cong ressmen hav e presented or 
promised federal aid plans for 


what they see as the particu lar 
inju stice of a tax that k eeps ris­ 
ing for people on fix ed incomes, 
su ch as older persons liv ing on 
Social Secu rity . 
There are fou r basic state 
prog rams of su ch property tax 
relief. They are: senior citi­ 
zens’ ex emptions; homestead 
ex emptions; 
“circu it break ­ 
ers,” and “recaptu re” sy stems. 
Homestead ex emptions apply to 
all who own and liv e in their 
own homes; not ju st the poor 
or elderly . 
At the end of 1971, according 
to the International Association 
of 
A s s e s s i n g Offi­ 
cers, homestead ex emptions 
were av ailable in 14 states; 


Hawaii, 
Oreg on, 
Nebrask a, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Ok lahoma, 
Tex as, Lou siana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georg ia, 
Florida, 
North Carolina and West Vir­ 
g inia. 
At that time, the association 
fou nd some form of senior citi­ 
zen property tax ex emption in 
22 states; Oreg on, Washing ton, 
Idaho, Montana, North Dak ota, 
Nebrask a, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Michig an, Indiana, 
Ohio, 
Georg ia, 
New 
York , 
Mary land, Delaware, New Jer­ 
sey , Connecticu t, Rhode Island, 
Massachu setts, Vermont and 
New Hampshire. 
These two ex emptions v ary 
from state to state. 


Bu t in g eneral a homestead 
ex emption allows any owner 
who occu pies his home to av oid 
property tax es on some portion 
of the home’s assessed v alu a­ 
tion, ty pically the first $1,000 or 
$5,000. 
Sometimes 
the 
ex ­ 
emption cov ers a percentag e of 
the home’s assessed v alu e, lik e 
50 per cent in North Dak ota. 
A senior citizen ex emption of­ 
ten tak es effect at ag e 70, 65 or 
62 and increases the homestead 
ex emption or allows that per­ 
son to ex empt from property 
tax es a fix ed percentag e of his 
assessed v alu ation on the hou se 
he liv es in, lik e 50 per cent in 
New York . 
This ty pe of ex emption has 


been attack ed from nu merou s 
q u arters. In 1968, the National 
Commission on Urban Prob­ 
lems 
said 
that 
these 
ex ­ 
emptions, along with others for 
v eterans, farmers or other spe­ 
cial g rou ps, ou g ht to be elimi­ 
nated, becau se they complicate 
administration, erode the tax 
base and force u p ev ery body 
else’s tax oill. Others hav e at­ 
tack ed these ex emptions on the 
g rou nd that sometimes ev en 
the wealthy can tak e adv antag e 
of them. 
The National Commission on 
Urban Problems and since then 
the federal Adv isory Commis­ 
sion on Interg ov ernmental Re­ 
lations hav e endorsed relief 


throu g h 
‘circu it , break ers,” 
which hav e the adv antag e of 
calling for state g ov ernment to 
pick u p the cost of the property 
tax relief so local tax rev enu es 
are not affected and also con­ 
tain prov isions limiting the 
ability of the wealthy to u se 
them. 
This is the fastest g rowing 
form of relief. It now ex ists in 
14 states, inclu ding fou r which 
adopted it last y ear and three 
already this y ear. They are: 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Califor­ 
nia, Vermont, Kansas, Colora­ 
do, Maine, New Jersey , Penn­ 
sy lv ania, Iowa, Oreg on, New 
Mex ico, West Virg inia and D- 
linois. The basic idea is that 


when the tax bu rden g ets too 
big for y ou r income the state 
steps in to k eep y ou from blow­ 
ing a financial fu se — hence 
the term “circu it break er” 
Many of these circu it break ­ 
ers apply only to elderly low- 
income homeowners. Many be­ 
g in at ag e 65 or 62 ami apply 
income ceiling s for those who 
q u alify , su ch as $4,000 in Maine 
and Iowa or $10,000 in Califor­ 
nia. Some states also apply a 
limit on max imu m tax relief. 
Some states, lik e Oreg on, 
hav e no ag e limit so all low- 
income persons can apply for 
relief. Others inclu de renters. 
They do this on the assu mption,

su mers spent $118.4 billion in 
1971. 
Ju st to process food raised on 
U.S. farms and g et it to su per­ 
mark et cou nters or where the 
waitress bring s it to y ou when 
dining ou t inv olv es 600,000 es­ 
tablishments employ ing 5.4 
million work ers at a 1971 cost of 
$71.5 biUion. 
Employ es of processing 
plants accou nt for 1.3 billion 
of these work ers; wholesal­ 
ing employ es, abou t half a 
million; retail stores work ­ 
ers, 1.4 million and eating es­ 
tablishments, 2.1 million. 
Sales of commercial restau ­ 
rants dou bled between 1959 and 
1986. 
The total v alu e of food serv ed 
in away -from home eating 
place in 1971 was estimated at 
$40 billion. This amou nt in­ 
clu des $10 billion estimated as 
the retail v alu e of food serv ed 
in institu tions as hospitals, 
schools and rest homes. 
The v olu me of farm produ cts 
entering the mark eting sy stem 
has risen 26 per cent since 1957- 
59, increasing with the popu la­ 
tion g rowth and by the g reater 
consu mption per person. 
The av erag e annu al rate of 
g rowth of ou tpu t per man- 
hou r du ring 1960-70 was 2.9 
per cent, slig htly hig her than 
the 2.7 per cent for all manu ­ 
factu ring indu stries. 
An estimated 392 million tons 
of produ cts are transported 
from U.S. farms each y ear, 
abou t one ton for each cu ltiv at­ 
ed acre of land. 
These produ cts are trans­ 
ported by rail, waterway , tru ck 
and airfreig ht. 
Most farm produ ce g oes by 
rail, 768 billion ton miles com­ 
pared to the second place car­ 
rier, tru ck s, with 412 billion ton 
miles. Waterway s carry 307 bil-

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lion ton miles of food produ cts 
and airfreig ht 3.4 billion ton 
miles. 
Food processing plants, 
lik e the farms from which the 
produ cts manu factu red are 
raised, are decreasing in 
nu mber and increasing in 
size. 
The nu mber has dropped 
from 40,000 in 1947 to 26,700, 
20 y ears later, in 1967. 
The v alu e of shipments per 
plant from all food indu stries 
rose 82 per cent between 1958 
and 1967. 
In the dairy indu stry , flu id 
milk bottling plants in the U.S. 
declined by 54 per cent from 
1964 to 1971, bu t the av erag e 
ou tpu t per plant g rew from 
abou t 13 million to 20 million 
pou nds. 
Merg ers and acq u isitions 
hav e play ed a major role in re­ 
du cing the nu mber of mark et­ 
ing firms. 
Between 1950 and 1966, 25 
leading food manu factu rers 
entered a new ty pe of food 
processing bu siness 108 times 
and almost 90 per cent of 
these instances resu lted from 
merg ers. 
At a lev el of mark eting 
hou sewiv es are more familiar 
with, the nu mber of g rocery 
stores in the U.S. has shru nk 
from 260,000 in 1960 to 204,900 in 
1971. 
Ag ain while they are fewer in 
nu mber, they are larg er in 
sales v olu me. 
The share of g rocery sales 
captu red by stores with annu al 
sales of more than $500,000 in 
1960 was 69 per cent and in 1971 
had g rown to 77 per cent. 
The shape of the food part 
of ag ribu siness will u ndou bt­ 
edly continu e to chang e in the 
direction it has g one for the 
past 20 y ears, bu t mak e no 
mistak e, ag ribu siness and 
food produ ction indu stries 
are big bu siness.

PBC accepts bond offer 
The First National 
ihhik of 
Chicag o’s low offer of interest 
of 4.74645 per cent for bonds 
issu ed by the Lee Cou nty Pu blic 
Commission to finance con­ 
stru ction of the new cou nty 
nu rsing home on Tu esday was 
accepted by the PBC. 
The interest rate accepted 
will sav e $42,435 ov er the 20- 
y ear life of the bonds from 
being .444 per cent less than 
offered by Barcu s-Kindred, 
Co., Inc., of Chicag o, while 
serv ing as financial consu ltants 
for the Nu rsing and Health 
Committee of the Cou nty 
Board. 
Becau se the bonds were not 
sold to Barcu s-Kindred, the 
cou nty is oblig ated to pay the 
firm $15,600 stipu lated in a 
contract sig ned by the financial 
fa n« nitj>niq g ndihg co mmittee.. 


The q u estion has oeen raised 
whether the open bidding for an 
interest rate on the bonds wou ld 
sav e enou g h to pay the Barcu s- 
Kindred fee, and Tu esday ’s 
ev ents v indicated the PBC’s 
refu sal to accept the Barcu s- 
Kindred offer. 
Total interest on the bonds 
ov er the 20-y ear period will be 
$453,998. 
After accepting the offer to 
pu rchase the bonds, the PBC 
issu ed contracts to low bidders 
for bu ilding the new nu rsing 
home to be constru cted near 
Madison School. 
The g eneral contractor is 
Weg man Constru ction Co., 
Uu rora, $433,335; Berg Elec­ 
trical of Rochelle, the electrical 
contract for $73,594; Nathan 
Mou nt and Sons of Polo, the 
plu mbing contract for $97,296.

House overrides Nixon's veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Hou se ov errode President Nix ­ 
on’s v eto of a $24.6 billion wa­ 
ter pollu tion control bill Wed­ 
nesday , pu tting the massiv e 
prog ram into effect despite his 
opposition. 
The v ote in the Hou se follow­ 
ed a 52 to 12 v ote in the Senate 
early Wednesday to ov erride 
the v eto Both v otes were su b­ 


stantially ov er the two-thirds 
majority req u ired. 
Althou g h Nix on called it a 
“stag g ering , bu dg et-wreck ing 
bill,” Repu blicans and fiscal 
conserv ativ es in both parties 
helped the Hou se ov erride the 
v eto. 
The new law sets a national 
g oal of pollu tion-free waters by 
1985. It is to be achiev ed by fix ­ 


ing strict controls on indu strial 
discharg es into inland and 
coastal waterway s and by help­ 
ing mu nicipalities bu ild waste 
disposal plants. 
The $24.6 billion au thorized 
by the law is for a three-y ear 
period. Actu al fu nds will hav e 
to be appropriated in separate 
leg islation and cou ld be consid­ 
erably less. 


Nix on had req u ested $6 bil­ 
lion for the prog ram. 
In his v eto messag e, Nix on 
objected only to the leg isla­ 
tion’s cost and defined the issu e 
in the thrift-in-g ov ernment lan­ 
g u ag e of his campaig n for re- 
election. 
Aimed at totally wiping ou t 
water pollu tion by 1985, the bill 
au thorizes fu nds for mu nicipal 


sewag e-and 
waste-treatment 
sy stems and tig htens controls 
ov er the discharg e of indu strial 
wastes into waterway s. 
Companies wou ld be req u ired 
to employ “the best av ailable” 
controls by mid-198 3. 
Democratiopresidential nom­ 
inee Georg e McGov ern called 
the v eto a “mean-spirited ac­ 
tion by a President who has al­ 


way s pu t special interests be­ 
fore the pu blic interest.” 
The White Hou se chose to an­ 
nou nce the v eto moments after 
the Senate, failing to reach a 
compromise, threw ou t the 
$250-billion spending lid Nix on 
had req u ested. The President 
had sou g ht u nrestricted powers 
to cu t federal prog rams withou t 
cong ressional interv ention. 
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Should city sell historic 
water fountain ? 
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EDITOR’S NOTE: Du ring Monday ’s City Cou ncil 
meeting , city commissioner James Dish man was g iv en 
approv al to seek bids on remov al of a water fou ntain lo­ 
cated ou tside the city hall bu ilding on Second Street. Hie 
fou ntain was donated to the city in 1912. 
The cou ncil action prompted history bu ff Georg e 
Lamb to write the following comment: 


It was the su mmer of 1912. 
Teddy Roosev elt was campaig ning for the presidency 
of the cou ntry , the Dix on Ev ening Teleg raph had ju st an­ 
nou nced the arriv al of its new Thor deliv ery motorcy cle 
and the Bark oot Carniv al was entertaining Dix onites at an 
annu al Homecoming Carniv al. 
On a brig ht Ju ne morning of that su mmer a g rou p of 
ladies from the local Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union (WCTU) were on hand to watch the u nloading of the 
new sanitary drink ing fou ntain that their combined ef­ 
forts had recently pu rchased. 
Standing at the corner of Galena Av enu e and First 
Street in Dix on the members of the WCTU were u ndou bt­ 
edly most pleased with what they saw being installed in 
front of the g rey bank bu ilding on the commu nity ’s main 
bu siness intersection. 
As the Ev ening Teleg raph of Ju ne 5,1912, noted, “The 
new WCTU sanitary drink ing fou ntain will stand for 
y ears. 
The heav y g ranite base on which the big u rn stands 
will be set in cement at the sidewalk lev el and will be su p­ 
ported by three heav y walls of masonry . ” 
The paper also stated that the ladies present were 
“pu shing ” to hav e the new g ift to the city in work ing order 
by the time the town’s big celebration reached its peak . 
Additionally , it was noted the steel chained metal cu ps 
that had come with the fou ntain had g een abandoned in fa­ 
v or of letting the water ru n constantly , thereby allowing 


any one a taste of clean cool artesian water at their lei­ 
su re. 
The WCTU, started in Dix on on Ju ly 6, 1875, by fu ­ 
tu re national leader Frances E. Willard, had to that time 
listed a long record of commu nity serv ice. Not least 
among their pridefu l accomplishments was the pu rchase 
and installation of the attractiv e sanitary drink ing fou n­ 
tain. 
When the Dix on City Cou ncil met on the ev ening of 
Monday , Ju ne 10,1912, May or William B. Brinton read a 
letter he had receiv ed from the WCTU. 
Written by org anization secretary Mrs. Jacob Liev an 
and sig ned by clu b president Mrs. J. A. Ju lien, the corre­ 
spondence called attention to the fou ntain the WCTU had 
tak en steps to secu re for the city and the g reat need that 
there had been for su ch a pu blic conv enience. 
As the Ev ening Teleg raph reported, “They conclu ded 
the letter by presenting the fou ntain to the city . The city 
fathers accepted it and at the same time ex tended them a 
v ote of thank s on behalf of the citizens and to all who 
helped in the realization of the project.” 
Hie WCTU’s g ift to the people of Dix on remained at 
its location for the nex t 28 y ears. In 1940 it was remov ed to 
facilitate a sidewalk improv ement project then tak ing 
place. Tak en u p by city employ es, the commu nity fou n­ 
tain was installed at its present location at the comer of 
Second Street and Hennepin Av enu e, directly in front of 
the Water Dept, offices of City Hall. 
Althou g h its record for produ cing a constant flow of 
drink ing water became increasing ly more spasmodic as 
the y ears passed, the fou ntain nev ertheless continu ed to 
serv e a u sefu l pu rpose. It was only u ntil a few su mmers 
ag o that the fou ntain was permanently allowed to remain 
dry . 
Now an u ncertain fu tu re holds for this 60 y ear v eteran

Taxes only issue, 
says Shapiro

State Rep. Dav id Shapiro, R-Amboy , took 
time ou t the other day from hu rry ing arou nd 
the new 37th District hu stling v otes, to talk to 
u s abou t his campaig n for state senator. 
“The only issu e is tax ation. People want 
reform bu t more than this they want no in­ 
crease in tax es,” declared Shapiro. 
“The v oters want assu rances there will be 
no increase in real estate tax es, no g radu ated 
income tax imposed, no new tax es, and g rad­ 
u ally to mov e away from financing schools 
and local g ov ernment from local property 
tax es,” continu ed the Amboy leg islator. 
The state mu st find increased rev enu e 
withou t adding to property or income tax es. 
“This new money mu st come from state 
sales tax es which will increase as the state’s 
economy mov es ahead; from income tax es 
which will bring in more as income of state’s 
citizens g oes u p; from federal rev enu e shar­ 
ing , and from reforming the welfare sy stem 
by hav ing the federal g ov ernment tak e it 
ov er,” Shapiro projected. 
The leg islator who was first elected in 1968 
and who had serv ed three terms as a member 
of the Amboy Commu nity Unit School Dis­ 
trict, one as president of the board, continu ed, 
“I do not fav or a complete remov al from su p­ 
porting schools by real estate tax es becau se it 
wou ld tend to work ag ainst local control of a 
commu nity ’s edu cation. 
“Fu rthermore, some commitment from 
property tax es is necessary to preserv e the 
integ rity of bu ilding bond issu es, and becau se 
the Illinois Mu nicipal Retirement Fu nd is 
based on local tax lev ies.” 
Shapiro su g g ested another problem from 
rely ing entirely on the state for su pport of 
schools, is that “the way state rev enu e flu ctu ­ 
ates from one y ear to the nex t, school districts 
cou ld be k illed.” 


The Amboy an is somewhat of an ex pert on 
schools and state finance, hav ing serv ed as 
v ice chairman of the powerfu l Appropriations 
Committee and a member of the Hou se’s Ed­ 
u cation Committee. 
He ex plained school boards hav e constant 
ex penses su ch as employ es’ salaries and re­ 
pay ment schedu les for bonded indebtedness 
which mig ht not be met on schedu le shou ld 
the state be relied on to prov ide fu nds to pay 
these ex penses. 
Presently abou t 65 per cent of school su p­ 
port comes from local tax es; 30 per cent from 
state aid and abou t 5 per cent from federal 
fu nds. 
Shapiro indicated that, depending on the 
nu mber of persons in special edu cation pro­ 
g rams in a school district, total state su pport 
cou ld g o as hig h as 45 to 50 per cent. 
He declared an “ideal mix wou ld be one- 
third su pport from each local, state and fed­ 
eral fu nds.” 
In the wak e of ru ling s by the su preme 
cou rts of California, Tex as, Minnesota, New 
Jersey , Arizona, Wy oming and Kansas de­ 
claring it is u nconstitu tional to rely on local 
property tax es to su pport pu blic edu cation, 
Shapiro predicted state su pport of pu blic edu ­ 
cation mig ht g o as hig h as 50per cent. 
The ru ling of the Tex as Su preme Cou rt has 
been appealed to the U.S. Su preme Cou rt and 
a case focu sing on the q u estion is presently 
before the Illinois Su preme Cou rt. 
“At any rate, I am u nalterably opposed to 
the institu tion of a statewide real estate tax ,” 
Shapiro asserted. 
He su g g ested if the Illinois Su preme Cou rt 
and the U.S. Su preme Cou rt ru le the same 
way on the property tax school su pport q u es­ 
tion, there will be attempts to impose a state-

Th e ch airman claims Percy u n­ 
derstands h e mu st represent all th e 
people of Illinois, as well as su pport­ 
ing th e Repu blican platform if it is 
righ t.

Th e same cliq u e th at disarmed 
ou r soldiers is try ing to disarm th e 
citizens of th e United States, all for 
th e same reason—it is easier for 
Commu nists to tak e ov er. First th e 
socialists want to register ou r gu ns, 
th en later confiscate th em. We will 
th en be as h elpless as th e people of 
Ru ssia. 
It is people wh o k ill people. Leg­ 
islation sh ou ld be aimed at mu rder­ 
ers, not at th e weapons th ey u se. 
Senator Percy v oted against th e 
United States’ bu y ing ch rome from 
Rh odesia, bu t enou gh senators 
cared for th e welfare of America to 
v ote for it. 
Lindq u ist say s President Nix on 
said, “Ch arles Percy is a man of 
conscience.’’ Th e same k ind of con­ 


science as th e President perh aps h e 
means. Th e President say s, “We 
need Ch arles Percy in Wash ington.” 
Perh aps as mu ch as we need Rich ­ 
ard Nix on. Mr. Lindq u ist said Percy 
su pported th e President 63 per cent 
of th e time, wh ich was better th an 
Sen. Barry Goldwater did. Of cou rse 
Senator Goldwater did not su pport 
Nix on th at mu ch , for Goldwater is 
an intelligent pu blic serv ant. He 
v otes for laws th at benefit th e con­ 
serv ativ e people and h e is a good 
Repu blican. Mr. Lindq u ist states th e 
writer of Look ing Arou nd does not 
u nderstand Percy and oth ers wh o 
are try ing to bring th e Repu blican 
Party from its old principles to new 
ideas th at will fit it for th e 21st cen­ 
tu ry . Perh aps th e colu mnist believ es 
more in th e principle th at each indi­ 
v idu al sh ou ld be self-reliant instead 
of forcing oth ers to su pply th eir liv ­ 
ing. Being self-reliant h elps to cre­ 
ate a strong nation and h appy citi­ 
zens. 


“Perh aps th e Repu blican National 
Committee can accomplish wh at th e 
Repu blican conv ention was u nable 
to do,” said George Lindq u ist. Th is 
probably refers to Rock efeller, Jav - 
its, Percy , Reps. Joh n Anderson and 
Tom Railsback , wh o tried to stam­ 
pede th e conv ention in th e same 
manner th at Sen. George McGov ern 
gained control of th e Democratic 
Party . TTien th e liberals wou ld be 
able to nominate an u ltra-liberal Re­ 
pu blican candidate for president in 
1976. Th e conserv ativ es of th e Re­ 
pu blican Party do not want th e mess 
th at th e Democrats are in; ju st 
Rock efeller, Jav its, Percy , Ander­ 
son and Railsback from th e state of 
Illinois so th ey cou ld force wh o th ey 
wanted as leader for th e GOP. Th e 
conserv ativ es in th e Repu blican 
conv ention v oted th em down 2 to 1.

No one wh o tu ned into George S. 
McGov ern’s first telev ision fireside 
ch at, th is one dealing with h is plan to 
end th e war in Vietnam, cou ld fail to 
be impressed with th e man’s deep 
sincerity and morality . 
Th at, h owev er, h as nev er been 
th e Democratic presidential can­ 
didate’s problem. His problem was 
best su mmed u p by Eu nice Kennedy 
Sh riv er in a news conference on th e 
same day . From h er observ ations on 
th e campaign trail with h er h u s­ 
band, Democratic v ice-presidential 
candidate R. Sargent Sh riv er, sh e 
h as fou nd simply th at: 
“Th e American pu blic is not 
listening. It’s v ery difficu lt to u nder­ 
stand. I ju st don’t k now wh y th ey 
won’t listen and wh y th ey can’t be 
tu rneS on ... Th ey ’re not listening to 
any th ing.” 
To be su re, th ere was noth ing 
new in McGov ern’s peace address to 
th e nation, alth ou gh for th e first 
time h e presented h is plan in one 
pack age consisting of sev en major 
points. 
Th ese ranged from an immediate 
end of all bombing and acts of 
military force in Indoch ina by th e 
United States to a pledge to join with 
oth er nations to repair th e wreck age 
of th at war-rav aged land, from a 
promise to send Sargent Sh riv er to 
Hanoi to speed u p retu rn of Ameri­ 
can prisoners of war to programs of 
employ ment and edu cational h elp to 
v eterans and, later, offering an 
opportu nity for war ex iles to retu rn 
to th eir cou ntry . Bu t basic to Mc­ 
Gov ern’s entire program seems to 
be an apparent conv iction th at 
noth ing can be done to salv age 
America’s original aim in getting 
inv olv ed in Vietnam — to prev ent a 
Commu nist tak eov er of th e gov ern­ 
ment of Sou th Vietnam. 
It was a mistak e from th e 
tn'i'innim** h e beliefs Th im we

sh ou ld “forget abou t sav ing face and 
begin sav ing th e sou l” of America. 
Yet it is far from clear th at 
“sav ing face” in Vietnam is a para­ 
mou nt concern to Americans, or th at 
any sizable nu mber of th em h av e 
accepted th e idea th at a Commu nist 
v ictory th ere is written in th e stars. 
North Vietnam is presently in­ 
v ading Sou th Vietnam in massiv e 
military force, and wh eth er or not 
we call it a civ il war wh ich is none of 
ou r bu siness, th e fact remains th at 
h ad North Vietnam not ch osen war, 
Sou th Vietnam wou ld h av e mu ch 
more th an an ou tside ch ance of 
establish ing someth ing resembling 
a democracy . 
Th ere is strong ev idence th at th e 
American pu blic’s disench antment 
with th is war h as not so mu ch to do 
with morality as with ou r failu re to 
ach iev e any significant progress in 
th e field th at wou ld bring an end to it 
in sigh t. 
Th is is wh y first th e stu dent pro­ 
testors, and now McGov ern, h av e 
failed to gain th e ears of th e people. 
Added to th is is President Nix on’s 
su ccess in defu sing th e war as an 
issu e by h is with drawal of v irtu ally 
all American figh ting men on th e 
grou nd — doing it, moreov er, with ­ 
ou t conceding any th ing to th e North , 
militarily or politically . 
If th ere is any national consensu s 
on th e war, it seems to be th at a 
peace settlement cou ld be reach ed 
at any time if th e oth er side wou ld 
negotiate an agreement entailing an 
end to military action by both sides 
and a with drawal of all forces, not 
ju st ou rs. 
Th is may indeed be a q u estion of 
“face.” Many Americans, h owev er, 
apparently consider it to be a 
q u estion of loy alty to principles. 
Righ t or wrongly , th is may be 
wh y “nobody is listening” to George 
McGov ern.

CHICAGO (KFS)— Sen. George 
McGov ern may be finally starting to 
sneak u p on th e v oters. 
His Presidential campaign began 
last week to sh ow th e first signs of 
momentu m th at th is colu mnist h as 
noticed since h is nomination in Ju ly . 
Noth ing y et resembles th e mak ­ 
ings of a pu blic grou nds well, bu t 
th ere is su ddenly a sense in th e air, 
wh ere th ere was none before, th at 
th ings may be pick ing u p. 
McGov ern is drawing steadily 
bigger and more enth u siastic 
crowds all by h imself, with ou t th e 
aid of political su perstars lik e Teddy 
Kennedy and Hu bert Hu mph rey . He 
deliv er h is speech es with far more 
oomph th an h e u sed to, and h e seems 
to reach ou t better to h is listeners. 
And, with a few ex ceptions, local 
Democratic politicians wh o h av e re­ 
sisted h im are coming arou nd. 
Th e latest Harris Poll gav e no 
h int of progress, indicating th at 
President Nix on continu es to lead 
McGov ern by 27 points. And McGov ­ 
ern remains so strapped for fu nds h e 
appeals sh amelessly for coins wh en­ 


ev er h e finds two people wh o will lis­ 
ten. Bu t th e Harris Poll reflects v ot­ 
er sentiment of two week s ago, wh en 
th e interv iewers were in th e field. 
And su btle sh ifts of mood are diffi­ 
cu lt to pinpoint. 
McGov ern’s Vietnam speech 
does not appear to h av e work ed th e 
political miracle for h im th at Hu m­ 
ph rey ’s Salt Lak e City speech on 
Vietnam did midway th rou gh th e 
1968 Presidential campaign. Bu t its 
accidental timing on th e ev e of th e 
American bombing raid on Hanoi 
th at damaged th e French diplomatic 
mission seemed to u nderscore h is 
message. He spok e with a forcefu l­ 
ness of pu rpose th at h e h as not al­ 
way s display ed; and at least h e 
seems to h av e solidified th e peace 
v ote, wh ich h ad begu n to lose its v er- 
for for h im. 
McGov ern is spending a consid­ 
erable amou nt of time at colleges 
th ese day s, try ing to arou se h is stu ­ 
dent su pporters from th e apath y 
th at h as cu t down th e force of y ou th ­ 
fu l v olu nteer work ers on wh ich h e 
cou nts so h eav ily . He h as been get­ 
ting enth u siastic receptions, and h is 
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7 th in k h e'll live fo r years. W h at keeps h im g o in g is th e 
p o ssib ility th at h e may b e a win n er in th e Read er's 
Dig est co n test!" 


Little ra c is m in 
Wa lla c e v ote

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Re­ 
search now su ggests Gov . George 
Wallace’s sh owing at th e polls h as 
wider implications th an some politi­ 
cal scientists h av e been willing to 
th ink abou t. 
Some of th ese stu dies indicate: 
Th e role of antiblack attitu des in 
th e selection of Wallace h as been ex ­ 
aggerated bey ond proper propor­ 
tions. Speak ing more generally , th e 
influ ence of racial preju dice on elec­ 
toral decisions h as been ov eremph a­ 
sized. Sey mou r M. Lipset, of Har­ 
v ard Univ ersity and Earl Raab re­ 
port th at “ov er h alf of th e Wallace 
su pporters are not willing to say th at 
th e progress of Negroes h as been 
‘too fast’.” J. Mich ael Ross of th e 
Massach u setts Institu te of Tech nol­ 
ogy and Th omas F. Pettigrew and 
Reev e D. Vanneman, of Harv ard, 
mak ing a special stu dy of th e north ­ 
ern v oter, report th at th ose with 
strong racial feelings were only 
sligh tly (10 per cent) more lik ely to 
giv e Wallace a h igh rating. Fu rth er­ 
more, polls h av e indicated th at th e 
net gain for Wallace does not indi­ 
cate th at widespread “defections” 
of Democrats and Independents in 
th e u rban North can be specifically 
attribu ted to racially motiv ated dis­ 
content with federal integration pol­ 
icies u nder Democratic administra­ 
tions. 
Cu riou sly , Ross, Pettigrew and 
Vanneman say th eir analy sis of th e 
opinion polls su ggests to th em th at 
racially discontented v oters prefer 
Rich ard Nix on ov er Wallace, and 
th at th is pattern becomes stronger 
at h igh er edu cational lev els. 
Wallace’s appeal ex tends mu ch 
fu rth er into th e middle class th an 
predicted, th ou gh stress by many 
writers on th e low edu cational lev el 


o f many W allace su pporters h as ob­ 
scu red th at fact. 
Actu ally , Ross, Pettigrew and 
Vanneman report th at th e Wallace 
ph enomenon “as a dy namic process 
tends to find new su pport among th e 
more activ e participants from th e 
middle of th e class h ierarch y rath er 
th an (among) its most disadv an­ 
taged and apath etic members.” 
Wallace’s su pport h as been h eav ­ 
ily dependent on a specific issu e— 
th e problem of order in an u rban so­ 
ciety . Rich ard M. Scammon and Ben 
I. Wattenbu rg, in describing th e 
Wallace ph enomenon, claim th at th e 
“social issu e” h as replaced tradi­ 
tional economic concerns and v oters 
are now primarily influ enced by 
dear and anx iety abou t th e deterior­ 
ating fabric of American society , as 
demonstrated in u rban riots, cam­ 
pu s u nrest, and dru gs. 
Some research ers seem to su g­ 
gest th at a part of th e Wallace v ote 
at least is a reargu ard action led by 
grou ps wh o seek to stem th e direc­ 
tion of ch ange th rou gh political 
means. 
Th e size of th e Wallace v ote in th e 
u nder-30 generation was su rprising­ 
ly h igh . 
Su rv ey s in th e north indicate men 
generally are more disposed toward 
Wallace th an women. 
Wallace does not ex ert a mass 
appeal th at u proots v oters from 
th eir traditional loy alties. 
Some research men find Wallace 
secu res more su pport from Cath o­ 
lics th an Protestants. Oth ers come 
u p with th e opposite conclu sion. 
To su m u p, Ross, Pettigrew and 
Vanneman come to th e conclu sion 
th at th e av ailable data, wh en ana­ 
ly zed, does not match th e conv en­ 
tional portrait of th e Wallace su p­ 
porter driv en by racial h atred and 
political alienation. 


adv isers are confident th at stu dent 
interest will rev iv e as Election Day 
nears. 
Bu t th e most h opefu l sign th at th e 
McGov ern campaign is not y et dead 
is th e belated embrace of May or 
Rich ard Daley . Wh en McGov ern ap­ 
peared before a Cook Cou nty Demo­ 
cratic Central Committee session 
fou r week s ago, Daley managed to 
get th rou gh th e occasion with ou t 
once mentioning McGov ern’s name. 
Not a single ward leader in th e room 
wore a McGov ern bu tton, and it 
seemed lik ely th at Daley wou ld in­ 
stru ct h is work ers to plu g only for 
statewide Democratic candidates. 
Th at is wh at h e did in 1968, and Hu ­ 
bert Hu mph rey narrowly lost th e 
state. 
Last week , h owev er, Daley and 
McGov ern beh av ed lik e old cronies. 
Daley introdu ced McGov ern with 
elaborate praise at a $15-a-person 
“grass roots” dinner, wh ich h ad 
produ ced an ov erflow crowd of 
abou t 18,000, and at a precinct cap­ 
tains’ lu nch eon. Daley described 
McGov ern, abou t wh om h e once h ad 
noth ing printable to say , as “a great 


statesman” and “ a g o o d 
man, a man 
o f integ rity .” He ev en called Mc­ 
Go v ern “ o ur nex t 
President.” At th e 
luncheo n, his wo rkers were busily 
passing o ut butto ns marked “A,” for 
the Demo cratic lev er, and instru ct­ 
ing ev ery o ne to “ start 
at the top and 
v o te the straig ht ticket.” 
Daley appears to h av e decided to 
stick with McGov ern for negativ e 
rather th an positiv e reasons, bu t 
McGo v ern gets a boost from it any ­ 
way . Daley is afraid th at if McGov ­ 
ern lo ses badly h e will drag down th e 
all-important local candidates, and 
in addition h e doesn’t care to tak e 
the rap for a McGov ern defeat from 
McGo v ern’s y ou th fu l activ ists. 
Faint motion or no, McGov ern’s 
prospects are still dim. And h e can 
only grin and bear it. 
An elderly man wearing a plastic 
boater bearing a McGov ern strip, 
said h e wou ld rath er lose with Mc­ 
Gov ern th an win with Nix on.

Increasingly , strident George 
McGov ern so clearly relish es h is 
demagogu ery th at cou ntless mil­ 
lions mu st ask : Wh at wou ld a man 
lik e th at do beh ind th e steering 
wh eel? 
Mr. 
McGov ern’s credibility 
cru mbles in a card-h ou se collapse. 
So does h is presidential statu re. 
Th e democratic process serv es 
u s well bu t it can do dreadfu l th ings 
to some office seek ers. 
You can lik e or dislik e President 
Nix on, y ou can v ote Democratic or 
Repu blican—it’s a free cou ntry , 
th ank God. Bu t wh en Mr. McGov ern 
compared President Nix on to Hitler 
(Kansas City , Oct. 5) and th en com­ 
pared Repu blicans to Ku Klu x 
Klansmen (Ch icago, Oct. 6 ) a news­ 
man ask ed Mr. McGov ern th e dif­ 
ference between su ch demagogu ery 
and th e irresponsible witch -h u nts of 
th e late Sen. Joseph McCarth y . Mr. 
McGov ern simply dodged th is in a 
fast slalom. 
“Some men ply th eir political 
trade by u sing th eir worst q u ali­ 
ties,” able New York Times editor 
James Reston wrote th e oth er day . 
Th e Sou th Dak otan h as clearly 
slipped into some priv ate world of 
h is own wh ere th e end ju stifies th e 
means and th e word lie stops being a 
lie. It’s h appened before and now 
it’s h appening to George McGov ern. 
If Mr. McGov ern is not believ ed, 
h e h as only h imself to blame. 
Wh en Senator McCarth y began 
th ere was some merit in wh at h e h ad 
to say . Bu t h e tu rned ou t to be a 
merely plaster-cast figu re wh ich 
millions th ou gh t was marble. With 
nev er-tiring energy h e soon defied 
h onesty wh enev er a demagogic op­ 
portu nity presented itself. 
“Garbo” is an Italian word for 
k eeping opportu nism with in th e 
bou nds of h onesty and credibility . 
Gradu ally Senator McCarth y ’s fa­ 
cility smoth ered h is h onesty and 
credibility alik e. 
Senator McCarth y pu t cou ntless 
millions into an attitu de of sk epti­ 
cism, alienation and disgu st. And it 
is impossible for Mr. McGov ern, in 
tu rn, to u nsay wh at h e h as been say ­ 
ing. 
It is obv iou s th at, tragically , Mr. 
McGov ern h as reach ed a point 
wh ere h e will say any th ing and th at 
h e is doing with more and more rel­ 
ish . Again and again h e is firing a 
su persh ot more su itable to a bar­ 
room brawl, swept u p in th e intox i­ 


cation of h is own demagogu ery . 
A benev olent smile is th ere— 
more and more contriv ed. Th e low- 
k ey tru st me pose is th ere. Th e ap­ 
parent sanctimoniou sness is th ere. 
Mr. McGov ern look s as if h e were 
try ing to tell St. Peter th at none of 
th is is h is fau lt at all. Bu t beneath 
th e v eneer is sh eer demagogu ery on 
a scale and of a ch aracter th at ju sti­ 
fies th e q u estion abou t Senator Mc­ 
Carth y . 
With Mr. McGov ern’s promi­ 
nence goes responsibility . He simply 
cannot h av e it both way s. In dealing 
in h is demagogu ery it is u p to Mr. 
McGov ern to tak e th e responsibility 
for being an irresponsible man. 
He claims realism and accu racy . 
Neith er are borne ou t by th e facts— 
and Mr. McGov ern k nows it. Lik e a 
desperate gambler wh o is willing to 
stack th e cards, h e stack s h is cards 
deliberately and ah ead of time. 
Mr. McGov ern’s speech es, and 
increasingly so, are masterpieces of 
th e dev iou s. Th ere is ju st enou gh 
tru th in wh at h e say s to distort th e 
issu es. He often balances demagogi­ 
cally at th e edge of tru th , and th en as 
demagogically with draws. Each 
time Mr. McGov ern say s h e is div ing 
for th e tru th h e doesn’t ev en try to 
reach bottom. 
Mr. McGov ern’s ability instantly 
to scramble a dou btfu l contention 
(or ou trigh t lie) into an actu al fact is 
as misleading as it is ex traordinary . 
Wh at h e say s lu x u riates in false 
premises, false conclu sions, mask ed 
intentions, empty promises. Ev ery 
demagogic adv antage is stu died . ev ­ 
ery impossibility fu lfillment is 
glossed ov er. He deliberately twists 
or ignores ev en th e facts of record. If 
h is claim doesn’t fit th e facts, mak e 
th e facts fit th e claim. Th is tu rned 
ou t to be v ery ex pensiv e for Senator 
McCarth y and probably will for Sen­ 
ator McGov ern. 
“Ex ploiting all th at is lowest in 
man s psy ch e is th e greatest danger 
th ere is to gov ernment,” wrote 
French ph ilosoph er Pau l Valery . 
Wh en Mr. McGov ern’s oldest 
Sou th Dak ota friends ch allenge 
someth ing h e h as stated th at is not 
h onest or tru e, h is reply in priv ate 
today is to call it “politics.” Bu t th e 
game is real and th e stak es are pow­ 
er. For wh at starts ou t as a man 
campaigning becomes after th e 
election th e President of th e United 
States.

Warning against 
corn stalk rot 


'OREGON— "Stalk rot is the 
number one threat to the Ogle 
County corn crop,” according 
to Stanley R. Eden, Ogle Coun­ 
ty Extension adviser. Eden 
made these comments after 
evaluation of the results of the 
com variety plots located on 
the Fred and Roger Venhuzen 
farm.Mt. Morris. 
Eden said that on the average 
more than 50 per cent of the 
stalks of the early and medium 
maturing varieties were affect­ 
ed with a severe case of stalk 
rot. "The lodging percentage 
will move up fast from present 
levels with windy and stormy 
conditions,” he said. Later ma­ 
turing varieties show less se­ 
vere stalk rot but its moving in­ 
to those varieties too, Eden 
said. Very few varieties appear 
to be able to escape stalk rot 
this year—the infection has no 
respect for varieties. 
The moisture percentage of 
the 53 different varieties harv­ 
ested last Friday and Saturday 
on the Venhuzen farm ranged 
from a low of 24.2 to 33.2. Eden 
advises farmers to start pick­ 
ing where they can find facili­ 
ties to store or dry their corn.

lot to lose by waiting for corn to 
dry very much more in the field 
Eden said. We’ll just have to 
face up to the fact that we’re 
going to have to harvest high 
moisture com. The problem 
stems from a summer with ex­ 
cessive wet weather and a 
shortage of heat units. 
Eden suggests that farmers 
may wish to investigate the 
possibility of using one of the 
organic acid preservatives 
where they plan to feed the corn 
to livestock. Another excellent 
solution to the problem is to 
store high moisture corn in the 
silo. Com dryers will be very 
busy this Fall, Eden concludes. 
The complete yield data on 
the 52 different corn varieties 
nominated by 26 seed com com- 


panies will be available at the 
field located three miles West 
of Oregon on 111. 64 Friday, at 
3:30 p.m. Four rows of each va­ 
riety remain standing in the 
field. Four rows of each variety 
were harvested last Friday and 
Saturday on the Venhuizen 
farm. 
The Ogle County com variety 
plots are one of four located on 
the Paul Weaver Jr. farm, Lan­ 
ark, Carroll County; the Verle 
Shuldt farm, Stockton, JoDa- 
viess County, and the Leland 
Wenzel farm near Kent in 
Stephenson County. The plot 
work is conducted under the su­ 
pervision of the Cooperative 
Extension Service with a num­ 
ber of seed corn companies and 
farmer cooperatives. 


Brinkmeier lashes out 
at House Speaker Blair 
Rep.

Difference in philosophies is 
involved in comptroller race

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (A P) - 
Should the chief fiscal officer of 
Illinois government be an in­ 
vestigator with lie detector 
training, or does that smack of 
"political witch hunting?” 
Is a professor of business ad­ 
ministration best qualified to 
pay the state’s bills and audit 
the books, or do the legal 
tangles of the job mean a law- 
yfer is better suited? 
Is Dean Barringer really 
‘‘’Clyde Choate’s candidate?” Is 
George Lindberg an "opportun­ 
ist” who announced for two oth­ 
er posts and then withdrew be­ 
fore entering his present race? 
These are some of the ques­ 
tions surrounding the little-no­ 
ticed contest for what may be 
the state’s most obscure execu­ 
tive office, that of comproller. 
Created by the 1970 Con­ 
stitutional Convention, the new 
post replaces that of auditor of 
public accounts. 
The main job is still to pay 
the state’s bills 
and keep 
records of how the money was 
spent. But there are other dut­ 
ies and that is where the prob­ 
lem comes in. 
• "I just don’t believe that the 
Constitutional 
Convention 
meant to change the title (from 
auditor to comptroller) without 
changing the function, too,” 
says Lindberg, a three-term 
Republican state representative 
seeking the post. 
"If the job is just being a 


bookkeeper,” Lindberg says, 
"we might as well just use 
computers.” 
Lindberg says his experience 
as a lawyer, investigator and 
vice president of John Reid & 
Associates, a lie detector firm, 
makes him the better qualified 
candidate. He says it will en­ 
able him to dig out corruption 
and wasteful spending, as well 
as keep the books. 
"I also plan to hire my own 
team of investigators, my own 
architects, my own experts,” 
Lindberg says. "If spending is 
found to be wasteful, we could 
hold a hearing, and, conceiv­ 
ably, the comptroller could re­ 
fuse to pay vouchers in ex­ 
treme cases.” 
Dean Barringer, the Demo­ 
cratic nominee and a business 
administration 
professor, 
agrees that the Constitutional 
Convention meant to alter the 
function as well as the name of 
the state’s chief fiscal officer. 
Barringer, however, argues 
that the comptroller should lim­ 
it himself to installing modern 
accounting systems in the of­ 
fice and shun the role of in­ 
vestigator. 
“ He (Lindberg) feels there is 
a vast amount of waste and 
. fraud in the state government,” 
Barringer says. "But in the last 
12 years under (Auditor) Mike 
Howlett there has not been a 
lot of evidence of waste and 
corruption in state govern­ 
ment.” 
" I’m not going to be a politi­ 


cal witch hunter,” Barringer 
says. " I’m not going to turn the 
comptroller’s office into a law 
enforcement agency. If you’re 
a public official, you’re not go­ 
ing to write a check when you 
know 
you’re 
committing 
fraud.” 
“To get out on these political 
witch hunts is plumb out of the 
realm of the comptroller,” Bar­ 
ringer says. " I’m not going to 
create a political image for my­ 
self by crucifying people.” 
One problem faced by both 
candidates is that neither has a 
name that is well known to Il­ 
linois voters. 
But Lindberg, a native of 
Crystal Lake in McHenry Coun­ 
ty, probably has an edge in 
name recognition because of 
his sponsorship of the govern­ 
mental ethics act approved by 
the state legislature in the 
wake of the Paul Powell con­ 
troversy. 
Barringer, a faculty member 
at Shawnee Community College 
near Ullin, in far Southern Il­ 
linois, has attempted to close 
this gap by campaigning across 
the state over the summer. In 
the closing weeks of the cam­ 
paign, he is focusing on the pi­ 
votal Chicago suburbs. 
Living with his wife and two 
daughters in Anna, the home of 
House Democratic leader Clyde 
L. Choate, and being an old 
friend of Choate, Barringer has 
at times been labeled "Choate’s 
candidate.” He says that the la­ 
bel is incorrect and unfair. 


In fact, he says, when he de­ 
cided to run for comptroller he 
first sought the support not of 
Choate but of Howlett. 
In 
addition, 
he criticizes 
Lindberg for announcing first 
that he intended to run for the 
state Senate, then that he 
sought the secretary of state’s 
office and only at the last min­ 
ute declaring for comptroller. 
" I’ve always wanted to be 
comptroller,” Barringer says of 
the newly created post. “ I 
wouldn’t 
use 
it 
as 
a 
springboard.” 
But Barringer appears to 
have a tough job ahead in 
trying to impress his name on 
the voters in the closing weeks 
of the campaign. 
To make the task tougher, 
Lindberg has received all of the 
newspaper endorsements so 
far. 
Both candidates agree that 
the comptroller, whoever he is, 
must do a more thorough job of 
auditing the books than ever 
before. 
And 
yet, 
perhaps 
para­ 
doxically, both want to continue 
an office that in many ways du­ 
plicates the auditing duties that 
they advocate, that of auditor 
general. 
The auditor general, a profes­ 
sionally trained accountant who 
contracts with private firms to 
monitor state spending, is a 
post created in the 1950s after 
more 
than 
$1 
million 
in 
taxpayers money 
was em­ 
bezzled by Orville Hodge.

Amboy High to offer 
college credit courses 


AM BOY— College credit 
courses will be offered at Am­ 
boy High School during the 
spring semester, according to 
action taken by the board of ed­ 
ucation at Tuesday evening’s 
meeting.

Board members gave ap­ 
proval for the school adminis­ 
trators to develop the plan for 
the second semester. 
Permission was granted to 
the Amboy Rodeo Association 
to use the junior high school 
athletic field for a queen con­ 
test to be held in connection 
with the rodeo next May and, in 
case of inclement weather, to 
use the school gym for the 
event. 
A contract was approved for 
Ted Leider for snow removal, 
for two years, at $18 per hour 
for each piece of equipment and 
operator. 
The resignation of Dr. C. Me- 
non, high school chemistry 
teacher, was accepted. Dennis 
Eisenberg was appointed high 
school chemistry teacher and a 
contract issued for John Nowi- 
cki for sixth grade teacher at 
$7,500 per year, prorated for the 
remainder of the school year.

for an additional $10,000 to be 
made later. This is part of a 
four-year program. 
Various items of work to 
meet the school fire safety code 
were approved for St. Mary 
School, Sublette, which the 
school district rents for a pri­ 
mary school.

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Keeping up with the welfare cheats

YORK—(N EA )—The 
public has long suspected that 
some of America’s 15 million 
welfare recipients are cheats 
who get on public rolls merely 
as a way of escaping work. Now 
it seems, if New York is any 
example, the public has had the 
frauds all wrong. Investi­ 
gations here indicate some 
welfare cheats are not escaping 
work; 
some are, 
indeed, 
working very hard — at being 
welfare cheats. 
Take John and Mary Bam­ 
boozle, for example. 
(Their 
names have been changed here, 
but not their illegalities). For 
the past six years the Bam­ 
boozles have labored endlessly 
if not admirably to bilk this 
town out of thousands of dollars 
in public aid. 
It began for them in May of 
1966. The Bamboozles were not 
prospering as they wished. 
They had overpopulated their 
family (u qjgjdren), their in­ 
come was modest 
and in­ 
consistent, 
their 
future 
decidedly dismal. Actually, at 
the time, the Bamboozles were 
probably honest people who 
honestly needed help. So they 
visited city authorities, asked 
for and received assistance to 
get them back again on their 
feet. 
The dole did the trick. The 
Bamboozles recovered in a 
short time. With city help Mr. 
Bamboozle got a steady job, the 
family moved into a better 
home — and, in time, an 
automobile was acquired, a 
gold Cadillac no less, for 
weekend getaways. 
U nfortunately, 
success 
spoiled the Bamboozles. It 
made them criminals. Rather 
than report 
their economic 
recovery to the city, rather 
than give thanks to the tax­ 
payer and return to self- 
sufficiency, the Bamboozles 
figured 
out 
an 
elaborate 
scheme to stay on the dole and, 
in fact, receive even more 
public money than before. 
According to the official 
record on this case, only 
recently compiled, John and 
Mary Bamboozle invented 
another family, exactly like 
their own, to confuse, confound 
and cheat New York welfare 
officials. The other family, 
headed by John and Mary 
Swindle, was used as a front for 
the Bamboozles’ legitim ate 
pursuits. It was the Swindles, 
not the Bamboozles, who were 
employed ; it was the Swindles, 
not the Bamboozles, who owned 
the new house; and it was the 
upstanding Swindles, not the 
downtrodden Bamboozles, who 
had that gold Cadillac for those 
comfy weekend getaways. 
Thus it was that, until re­ 
cently, when the fraud was 
uncovered, John and 
Mary 
Bamboozle had fleeced this city 
for six years. The city gave 
them (me lump sum a month — 
to help pay their food, their 
mortgage 
and 
their 
$133 
payments on the gold Cadillac. 
Incredible? OF course. Un­ 
usual? Apparently not. The 
case of the bluffing Bamboozles 
is only one of some 1,000 similar 
deceits ferreted out in recent 
months 
by 
this 
state’s 
relatively new office of the 
Welfare Inspector General. A 
new concept in protecting 
taxpayer funds (no other state 
has a welfare inspector, as 
such), the New York office 
believes as many as 30 per cent 
of Gotham’s 1.2 million welfare 
cases are unqualified. If so, say 
the officials, the city may be 
spending as much as $360 
million a year to support people 
who are not entitled to the 
support. Grumps the chief 
welfare inspector, 
George 
Berlinger: “ I think it’s just 
outrageous.” 
The public obviously thinks 
the situation is outrageous, too.

hundreds of public tips every 
week. The tips, in fact, provide 
the basis for most inspections. 
It would be impossible, says 
one inspection official, to go 
through the city’s voluminous 
welfare files case by case. So: 
“ We rely on plain, ordinary, an­ 
gry people to tip us off when a 
fraud is being committed. Some­ 
times the tips are anonymous. 
Some come in from ‘concerned 
citizens.’ I remember one call I 
got from a woman who said she 
had been living next door to a 
welfare cheat for years. She 
said she never said anything 
before because she thought it 
was none of her business. But 
this afternoon she had just 
figured out her income tax and 


wound up in the hole. So, she 
said, ‘I don’t give a damn if I 
am an informant. I ’m turning 
them in !’ ” 
There is, perhaps, something 
odorous about the tipster 
method of uncovering welfare 
fraud. Ratting on one’s neigh­ 
bor is not the highest calling. 
Yet how else to catch the 
crooks? W elfare inspector 
Berlinger believes New York 
(as well as other cities), has 
done a “ damn poor job” of 
policing its own relief rolls. He 
claims city officials do not want 
to find more than four per cent 
frauds because that is the 
maximum allowed for con­ 
tinued federal welfare funds. 
He says New York made a 


study of 125 aid recipients a few 
years ago, and found that only 
four were verified as eligible. 
“ It really embarrassed them. 
So what did they do? They 
hushed up the whole thing.” 
The welfare inspectors, to be 
sure, are not hushing anything. 
They say they delight in 
“ finally” exposing the bum who 
owns five cars, or the chap who 
spends his relief check for 
heroin and then re-peddles it to 
schoolchildren, or the fellow 
who lives with two women but 
claims he doesn’t live with 
either so that both his “ fam­ 
ilies” can get free money. “ It’s 
people 
like 
this,” 
says 
Berlinger, who so crowd the 
welfare rolls that “ the legiti- 


mate needy are often over­ 
looked.” 
So the hunt goes on. For 
people like the Bamboozles. 
For the guy who was recently 
discovered paying $377 monthly 
automobile payments out of 
welfare cash. For the name 
changers, the address swit­ 
chers, the professional poor. 
“ You just can’t believe the 
schemes;” says Berlinger aide 
Karl Dahlem. “ I could write a 
book: ‘How to Cheat Your Way 
Into Welfare.’ The things some 
of these people do are in­ 
credible. If they spent half as 
much time working as they do 
cheating, we’d all be better 
off.”

Judy Linebaug h Han liv es in a 
two -bedro o m apartment o v er­ 
lo o king a pig slaug hterho use 
just o uside Saig o n, half a wo rld 
away fro m the dairy farm in 
Ly o ns, Mich., where she g rew 
up. 
At 25, o ne o f a handful o f 
American wo men who hav e 
married Vietnamese men, Mrs. 
Han do esn’t share the co m­ 
parativ e lux ury that so ftens the 
life o f many Americans in this 
war-rav ag ed co untry . 
. In the fo ur y ears since she 
mqv ed to Vietnam, after g radu­ 
atio n fro m Michig an State Un­ 
iv ersity , she has heard o f o nly 


American wife finds life in Saigon is rough 


two o ther such co uples. 
“ They ’re used to GIs with 
Vietnamese g irls—this is the 
rev erse,” she o bserv es. 
Fo r a wo man who is neither 
fluent in the lang uag e no r ac­ 
custo med to the culture, liv ing 
here is far fro m easy . Her o nly 
ex trav ag ances are two small 
refrig erato rs in the kitchen and 
a small Japanese washing ma­ 
chine that fits in the bathro o m. 
Her husband driv es their Jeep­ 
like Vietnamese car to wo rk, 
leav ing her iso lated in this dus­ 
ty suburb. 
“ There are many pro blems,” 
she said, po inting to dirt alley s 
smelling o f g arbag e that sur­ 
ro und the fo ur-sto ry apartment 
building . “ I walk o n the street 


with Han and the kids, and 
peo ple stare o r want to to uch 
the children’s white skin. I g et 
tired o f it. 
“ There’s no backy ard, no 
place fo r the children to play . 
There’s no ho t water in the 
building . I g et mad when the 
electricity g o es o ff, especially 
o n ho t day s like to day because 
the fan wo n’t wo rk.” 
But fo r Mrs. Han, these co m­ 
plaints are mino r. She has no 
interest in leav ing Vietnam and 
do esn’t plan to g o back to the 
United States. 
“ I do n’t think I want to liv e 
there ag ain,” she said. “ It’s to o 
big . Life is simple here. My life 
here is v ery peaceful. That 
so unds strang e when there’s a 


war going on, but the war 
doesn’t affect us much.” 
At night in their simp ly fur­ 
nished living room they can 
hear helicop ters and also the 
artillery fire outside the city— 
often close enough to shake the 
ap artm ent building—but she 
p ays scant attention. 
Khoi, their 2-year-old son, 
scarcely notices the soldiers 
who guard street corners near 
their home—“He’s 
used 
to 
them; he sees soldiers all the 
tim e.” 
Mrs. Han said she wants to 
bring her children up as Ameri­ 
cans. Khoi, who was born in 
Vietnam, is considered a citizen 
by both countries When their 
second child was exp ected Mrs. 


Han dip p ed into her savings to 
p ay for a p lane ticket home. 
Eric was born four months ago 
in the United States. 
“I want to teach my children 
about truth and freedom in 
America,” she said. “I like 
freedom. I want them to know 
it, too. I want them to be imag­ 
inative and creative.” 
A sup p orter of President Nix­ 
on’s 
Vietnam 
p olicies, 
she 
hop es to see him re-elected. 
She has registered at the Amer­ 
ican embassy for an absentee 
ballot. 
Nixon’s 
book 
“Six 
Crises,” is one of the few vo­ 
lumes in the Han bookcase. 
Mrs. Han said her children 
are bigger than most Vietna­ 
mese their age. She attributes 


it p artly to the fact they eat 
more meat than Vietnamese. 
Because she doesn’t share 
commissary or p ost-exchange 
p rivileges enjoyed by 
most 
American families here, most 
of the American p roducts she 
p refers come from the black 
market. She figures she sp ends 
about 7,000 p iasters or $16 a 
week for food. 
Her husband often does the 
grocery shop p ing. As a Vietna­ 
mese, he can more easily bar­ 
gain for better p rices. 
The husband, Huynh Han, 
has two jobs to sup p ort his 
family. 
He 
heads 
the 
in­ 
vestment dep artment in an in­ 
dustrial develop ment bank and 
works p art-time for a new firm 


that 
p romotes 
management 
training among the Vietna­ 
mese. He makes about 100,000 
p iasters or $230 a month, a 
good salary by Vietnamese 
standards. 
Judy Han said she might like 
to send their children to study 
in America, or p ossibly New 
Zealand, where she and her 
husband met when they were 
university students. 
“I want to bring up my chil­ 
dren in such a way as they can 
be self-confident and indep end­ 
ent.” she said. “To me that’s 
imp ortant.”

Cut 3 frying chickens into 
serving p ieces—you’ll get 
27 , 
saving necks and giblets for an­ 
other p urp ose. Wash, p at dry 
and refrigerate. Prep aratory to 
cooking, mix together % cup 
(about 4 large) eggs, slightly 
beaten, l p int milk and 1% tea­ 
sp oons tabasco. 
In another bowl blend togeth­ 
er l Vz cup s flour, % tablesp oon 
salt, \ cup of grated p armesan 
cheese, V k tablesp oons p arsley 
flakes, IV2 tablesp oons orega­ 
no, and l tablesp oon monoso­ 
dium glutamate. 
When ready heat oil or short­ 
ening in deep fryer to 325 de­ 
grees. Dip chicken p ieces in 
milk mixture then roll in the 
dry mixture until thoroughly 
coated. Allow coating to set a 
few minutes before frying 11 tc 
12 minutes or until golden 
brown. You’ll find it best not to 
crowd the deep fryer because of 
the variation in tem p erature of 
the oil. Good french frying de­ 
p ends on even heat. Pieces 
which have been fried can be 
held in a warm overn. 
Incidentally, I learned from 
Canadian fishing guides a 
method which help s p revent 
greasiness in deep -fried foods. 
When frying is co m p leted, 
p lace the p roduct on slices of 
bread to drain and keep hot. 
A colorful accomp animent 
for the chicken would be this 
“garden fresh salad,” a winner 
in a national p asta recip e con­ 
test. Adap ted to serve 25 it is 
p rep ared this way. 
In a large kettle bring about 1 
gallon water mixed with 2 ta­ 
blesp oons salt to a boil and cook 
p ounds durum macaroni 
rings until tender but still firm 
(about 5 minutes). Rinse with 
cold water and drain. 
Cook 21* p ounds (4 p ackages 
of 12 ounces) of frozen mixed 
vegetables according to p ack­ 
age directions, rinse with cold 
water and drain. Blend togeth­ 
er IV2 p ounds diced cheddar 
cheese, 1 quart mayonnaise, 1 
tablesp oon salt, 1 tablesp oon 
onion salt, IV 2 teasp oons freshly 
ground black p eep er. Gently 
but thoroughly mix with the 
vegetables and the p asta. Chill 
well before serving on a bed of 
lettuce on large salad trays.

Although voters say the 1972 
election is critical to the future 
of America, at the same time 
they believe President Nixon 
has already won and, as a re­ 
sult, they are not as concerned 
about the election as they pro­ 
fess to be. 
This apparent dichotomy was 
established in a series of stud­ 
ies conducted recently by the 
Behavior 
Science 
Corp. 
(BASICO). Our investigating 
team of senior psychologists 
conducted an in-depth analysis 


of a selected sample of voters 
throughout the country, a cross- 
section of our citizenry. The re­ 
search included personal inter­ 
views, intensive discussions 
with groups of voters, psycho­ 
logical questionnaires and pro­ 
jective testing. 
While survey results indicat­ 
ed an unusually high intensity 
of feeling about the election, 
BASICO psychologists who con­ 
ducted the in-depth interviews 
came to a surprising and some­ 
what different conclusion. 
As part of the interview tech­ 
nique, each psychologist evalu­ 
ated the believability of the 
participants’ statements. These

evaluations are based on an as­ 
sessment 
of the underlying 
emotional commitment of the 
individual. Do the beliefs really 
agree with the words? In this 
case, our psychologists said no. 
The strong indication was 
that most voters do not feel as 
concerned about the election as 
they say they do. Voters of both 
parties believe the polls and 
they are convinced that the 
election has already been won. 
Republicans 
are confident 
that, barring some unforeseen 
catastrophe, Mr. Nixon’s sec­ 
ond term is assured. George 
McGovern’s backers are draw­ 
ing the same conclusion; many 
feel that he cannot win and 
their main hope is that his cam­ 
paign will plant the seeds of 
ideas that will be nourished by 
future candidates in future 
elections. 
When asked, voters say that 
the election is important. One of 
the questions in the BASICO 
study was: “ Comparing this 
election to others in the past, 
how important do you believe it 
is for the future of America?”

The research showed no sig­ 
nificant difference among voter 
groups—young and old, college 
educated or not, white collar or 
blue collar, black or white. The 
study results showed that the 
explanations given for this in­ 
terest focus around two pri­ 
mary concerns: A fear that 
America’s social problems are 
growing faster than our ability 
to solve them and a belief that 
the two candidates offer dra­ 
matically different approaches 
to solving these problems. 
Many of those who supported 
Mr. Nixon said they feared an 
irreversible national catastro­ 
phe would occur if McGovern 
won. Some of their comments : 
“ This country could go bank­ 
rupt in a hurry if McGovern 
gets in.” 
“ It seems to me our country 
would be headed toward (be­ 
coming) a socialist state with 
McGovern.” 
“ Of all the elections I have 


been involved in, this is the 
most important.” 
McGovern’s supporters say 
they are equally concerned, but 
for different reasons. 
Most of them believe that his 
election offers an opportunity to 
restructure the basic political 
power blocs in the United States 
and to give priority to new and 
important social issues. They 
refer constantly to a gap in 
equality and opportunity be­ 
tween various segments of our 
society, a lack of participation 
in the political process by dis­ 
advantaged groups and a need 
to pay attention to domestic so­ 
cial problems rather than world 
affairs. These beliefs were stat­ 
ed most strongly by college-ed­ 
ucated young people: 
“ This election is more impor­ 
tant than others because unless 
some drastic changes are 
made, it will just be more of the 
same.” 
“ Po litically, this country 
isn’t ready for McGovern. But, 
boy, do we need him.” 
“ We’ve got to get the right 
man in this time or Nixon’s go­ 
ing to make this country into a 
bunch of old-line conservatives 
and we’ll never get social jus­ 
tice for everyone.” 
Still, while many of the voters 
express strong opinions, it 
turns out that few are really 
committed to backing up their 
beliefs with actions. Our psy­ 
chologists found a significant 
lack of emotional involvement 
at the grass roots level, where 
the campaign is not as intense 
as it might appear.

A new 
k ind of 
s c hool

NEW YORK (AP) - Most 
adults smugly feel that the edu­ 
cation they got is better than 
the one their children are get­ 
ting. 
Since most of them have for­ 
gotten three-fourths of what 
they learned in school, that 
would be hard to prove. 
But if the purpose of educa­ 
tion is to prepare the student 
for life as it is, then all present 
educational systems should be 
scrapped and a new start 
made. 
Here are suggested changes 
for such a program from a 
man somewhat disillusioned to 
find that the formal learning he 
received hardly qualified him 
to cope with the problems in 
living he ran up against later: 
Except for students intending 
to specialize in certain fields, 
all advanced courses in sci­ 
ence, mathematics, art, music, 
rug weaving and square danc­ 
ing would be dropped. 
So would all ancient or mod­ 
ern foreign languages. The only 
language studied would be the 
English language or, rather, 
the American version of it. 
This would be divided into 
two branches: (A), the writing 
and understanding of useful 
English, and (B), the writing 
and understanding of Govern­ 
ment English. A special course 
in how to solve crossword puz­ 
zles and acrostics would be pre­ 
sented. The writing of poetry 
would be allowed but not en­ 
couraged, and no prizes given 
for it. 
After mastering his ABC’s, 
the student would have no fur­ 
ther dealings with arithmetic 
except 
in 
these 
general 
courses: how to figure out gro­ 
cery store prices, how to make 
a bank account balance, how to 
balance an unbalanced family 
budget, and how to fill out in­ 
come tax returns—local, state 
and national. 
After a basic course in psy­ 
chology, each male student 
would spend eight years study­ 
ing how to get along with a wo­ 
man, 
each 
female 
student 
would spend eight years study­ 
ing how to get along with a 
man. 
Since everything in modern 
life breaks down, every student 
would spend up to half his time 
in school learning how to fix 
things—from 
toilets 
to 
television sets, from zippers to 
governments. 
There would be no essays 
written on subjects such as 
“The View from My Window,” 
or “The Most Exciting Thing 
That Happened to Me During 
My Vacation.” Instead, the stu­ 
dents would concentrate on fill­ 
ing out forms of all kinds, and 
answering the silly questions on 
them. A prize would be given to 
the member of each class who 
managed to crowd the longest 
explanation into the shortest 
possible space. 
In the last year at college, 
every student would also be re­ 
quired to take the following , 
subjects—“How to Butter Up 
Anybody in Order to Get More 
Bread,” “How to Drag Your 
Feet Successfully in Any Situ­ 
ation,” and “How to Write a 
Job Career Resume before 
You’ve Had Any Career to 
Speak Of.” 
Just for laughs, a course 
would be offered on “How to 
Be a Human Being in a Time 
When Most People Act More 
Like Antic Animals.” 
The graduate of such an 
educational system might not 
know very much, but he sure 
would be equipped for today’s 
living. And isn’t that what it’s 
all about?
